2. The present application relates to a method of manufecturing a polyethylene 
glycol treated fabric. The method includes exposing a fabric to a polyethylene glycol 
formulation having both an acid catalysis and a resin. The treated febric is then heated 
and cured to initiate a catalytic reaction for bonding the polyethylene glycol fonnulation 
to the fabric. The bonded fabric is then washed or neutralized to a pH of between about 
6.5 and about 7.S and then dried.
